The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of directors, including new 
board members Virginia Moryadas and James Foster, elected of¬ 
ficers at its first regular meeting Thursday evening and immedi¬ 
ately tackled the question of how to arrange a year’s deferment 
of the corporation mortgage payments with Government Na¬ 
tional Mortgage Association (GNMA). 

gage for one year, at effectively 
higher interest rates. 

A fourth option was suggested in 
turn by GHI personnel which like 
the first would not involve extend¬ 
ing the mortgage period, but would 
allow for repaying the lump sum 
along with the regular payments. 

In the manager’s memorandum to 
the board giving a comparison of 
these options, it was clear that Op¬ 
tions 2 and 3 involving extension of 
the mortgage period would cost 
GHI at least $30,000 more than the 
other options, which were therefore 
the only ones seriously considered. 

Comproni expressed himself in 
favor of Option 4 as being the sur¬ 
est way of providing for repayment 
Smith on the other hand argued 
against “tying up” funds in contin¬ 
uing pavments and favored Option 
1 as being more flexible for the 
corporation. 

This divided opinion among the 
board ,and among members present, 
was reflected in the reaction before 
and during a proposed motion by 
O’Donnell to take Option 4, if ac¬ 
ceptable to GNMA. Audit committee 
member Jim Reid suggested accept¬ 
ing Option 1 (lump sum payment) 
with the choice of switching to Op¬ 
tion 3 (period extension) if neces¬ 
sary at a later date, while director 
Moryadas suggested a combination 
of Options 3 and 4. 

Eunice Coxon from the floor ask¬ 
ed what the effect of each option 
would be on individual members 
(the manager’s memorandum gave 
a breakdown of the cost of each op¬ 
tion to the membership as a whole). 
From the floor also Charles Schwan. 
a former director, urged that none 
of the options be adopted because 
he felt not enough time had been 
given to their consideration. 

Another member as well as direc¬ 
tor Smith saw no alternative to tna- 
king an early decision because of 
the corporation’s financial squeeze, 
O’Donnell's motion failed on a close 
vote, and instead a more tentative 
motion was passed to contact GN¬ 
MA to see if Option 4 - not yet 
considered by GNMA - would be 
acceptable to that agency. 

Other Matters 

Earlier in the meeting, some ques¬ 
tions were put to the board mem¬ 
bers from the floor. Mrs. Coxon read 
a statement which questioned the 
legality of the board minutes ajs 
presently written up; she proposed 
that the officers of the corporation 
should sign the minutes as approv¬ 
ed, and that the minutes be bound 
in a volume at the end of each sec¬ 
ond term. A motion by O’Donnell to 
approve this proposal was tabled for 
later consideration, however. 

Martha Hutzler also asked comp¬ 
troller Donald McGinn to account 
for what she said was financial “ex¬ 
ploitation of the frame home own¬ 
ers”. At the request of chairman 
Smith she agreed to bring in the 
particular report that she had ob¬ 
tained her figures from. 

One other main item of business 
was dealt with by the board, 
namely the matter of check valves 
for automatic washing machires 
which have been recommended "by 
the staff as being necessary to pre¬ 
vent interaction between the hot 
water and cold water lines in 
homes. It was agreed that heating 
costs could be saved by installing 
such valves, as well as reducing the 
nuisance to homeowners of having 
sudden temperature changes in 
their water supply. 

Comproni suggested they be in¬ 
stalled outright in all homes, chnr- 
ging the members at cost, to save 
on maintenance. Other board mem¬ 
bers agreed this would be a useful 
move. In reply to a question by Mrs. 
Coxon, McGinn gave a preliminary 
estimate of about $15 per home. 
Director Norman Weyel recom 
mended that such valves be tested 
for reliablity. A motion by O’Don¬ 
nell was passed which authorizes 
installation of the check valves 
in one row of houses, as a test, 
and will also make them avail¬ 
able to members at cost price. 
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CARES, Recreation Programs 
Get City Budget Support

A vigorous but moderate-sized assemblage, apparently stirred 
by what is now shaping up as a 20-cent increase in the city pro¬ 
perty tax rate, came out for last Monday’s public hearing on the 
1974-75 budget. Items attracting the most attention were 
the funding of Greenbelt CARES, recreation expenditures, ex¬ 
penditures for informational purposes, and police department 
expansion. The city council is expected to adopt the new budget 
on Tuesday, June 18. 


Many questions were asked a- 
bout the Greenbelt CARES pro¬ 
gram and concern was expressed 
that it was duplicative of State 
and county efforts. A critic, Ann 
Pisano, advised the city that she 
had been informed that a county 
program called Clearpath, now op¬ 
erating out of the Ridge Road 
Center, was able to provide coun¬ 
seling and help for disturbed 
youngsters. 

Mavor Richard Pilski and other 
councilmen stated that their con¬ 
versations with Clearpath person¬ 
nel had indicated that the two ef¬ 
forts were not duplicative but sup¬ 
plementary. City manager James 
Giese said that the Greenbelt 
CARES effort involved many pro¬ 
fessional people of a much wider 
scope and background. According 
to Giese, the Clearpath program 
was limited in the professional re¬ 
sources available to it, with these 
resources having to be spread a- 
round the county. Greenbelt 
CARES, on the other hand, said 
councilman Gil Weidenfeld, was 
able to concentrate on service pro¬ 
vided Greenbelt residents, or per¬ 
sons who work in or attend school 
in Greenbelt. 

Council also noted that the 
$81,282 program would be 92% 
funded by Federal and State funds, 
with the city putting up just 
$6,400. Pilski expressed the con¬ 
sensus of council that the city 
should continue to take advantage 
of this arrangement as long as it 
is favorable, at least until sufficient 
time has passed so that the ac¬ 
complishments of CARES could be 
evaluated. But Dorothy Galvin 
from the audience was skeptical 
that the results could ever be ev¬ 
aluated. 

Also entered into the record was 
a letter from Joe Hanyok object¬ 
ing to the use of city tax funds to 
pay for “head-shrinkers.” 

Recreation Budget 

Joe Wilkinson, chairman of the 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board, put in a plug for approving 
the manager's request in full for 
city contributions to volunteer 
recreation organizations, stating 
that the city gets back in service 
from these organizations many 
times over the dollar contributions. 
Council indicated its agreement. 

Wilkinson also wanted an up¬ 
grading of the salary of the Rec¬ 
reation director so that “Greenbelt 
would be able to hold on to its 
competent personnel and not be¬ 
come a training ground for the 
rest of the State.” 

Wilkinson also pushed for a con¬ 
solidated parks and recreation de¬ 
partment so that the recreation 
program would have its own main¬ 
tenance crew for the ball fields, 
and other recreation facilities. 
This is a perennial suggestion 
and Giese once again replied that 
he did not feel that Greenbelt had 
>et reached the size which war¬ 
ranted such an arrangement. He 
noted that the proposed addition 
of one new person to the park 
crew should ease the problem. 
Informational Services 

A city manager budget propo¬ 
sal to allot $3,000 for publication 
of quarterly newsletters for regu¬ 
lar distribution to residents was 
prettv well shot down bv the com¬ 
bined effort of the audience and 
council. The audience noting that 
the city had done without such 


newsletters in the past, was not 
convinced of their value, although 
councilman Charles Schwan e- 
vinced surprise that “the citizen’s 
didn’t want to be kept informed.” 

However, councilman Tom White 
thought that perhaps the News Re¬ 
view was the best vehicle for keep¬ 
ing the public informed, since 
newsletters have a tendency to be 
“self-glowing.” In the end it was 
agreed that in light of an earlier 
decision not to expand the mana¬ 
ger's staff, a quarterly newsletter 
would be too ambitious a project 
for this year in any event. Instead, 
the council seemed to be moving 
toward approval of a more modest 
sum which would permit an annual 
report. 

Police Department 

Several members of the police 
department stressed the need for 
anticipating additional personnel 
demands arising out of the open¬ 
ing of the Greenbriar development. 
It was observed that it takes about 
eight months to train a police 
officer and that therefore a 
should be made now on hiring new 
personnel. The city manager had 
recommended no change in the 
size of the police force. Several 
councilmen indicated that budget¬ 
ary restraints make it very diffi¬ 
cult to consider any expansion this 
year, but recognized the validity 
of the arguments put forward. 
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Greenbriar Gets 
O.K. For No. 6 Oil

According to John Koontz, chief 
of the county Division of Air Pol¬ 
lution Control, the Greenbriar 
development may legally burn #6 
oil with a Zurn dust collector. At 
a recent city council meeting, for¬ 
mer city councilwoman Rhea Co¬ 
hen expressed concern that more 
pollution would be emitted by the 
heavier, residual #6 oil. 

Originally, Greenbriar had 
tended to use #2 oil, which is 
distillate oil. However, the burn 
ing of #6 oil with the dust collec 
tor (removes particulate matter), 
approximates the burning of #2 
oil without the dust collector. The 
main difference between the two 
is that #6 oil emits more sulphur 
oxide. Koontz said that while # 2 
oil would be preferable, the burn¬ 
ing of it6 with dust collector meets 
air pollution standards and com¬ 
plies with all regulations and re¬ 
quirements. Judi Lewis of the Air 
Pollution division added that it 
was her understanding that if 2 
oil would be used if it were availa¬ 
ble. The switch-over to #6 was 
made, she said, because of the en¬ 
ergy crisis. 

Koontz said that he was more 
concerned about pollution from a 
lead source from cars rather than 
sulpher oxide emissions. He poin 
ted to (1) the increased number of 
cars which will be generated by 
the many new projects in the 
Greenbelt Road area near NASA, 
(2) the projected widening of the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
with truck traffic; and (3) the 
proposed use during the 1976 Bi¬ 
centennial celebration of a fringe 
parking area for 1.000 cars in 
the vicinity of Greenbelt Road and 
Berwyn.

James Smith was re-elected unop¬ 
posed to a third term as president. 
Also unopposed was Don Volk as 
vice-president. By a 5-3 vote, Steve 
Polaschik and James Foster were 
elected to the posts of secretary 
and treasurer, respectively, over 
Hugh O’Donnell and Joseph Com¬ 
proni. 

As one of its first undertakings, 
Smith proposed, the board should 
revitalize committees by returning 
to the committee structure that ex¬ 
isted before the Cresap-McCormick 
reorganization, which he implied 
had not worked out well. O'Donnell 
thought that certain committees 
such as his own (Planning, Engin¬ 
eering and Maintenance) were op¬ 
erating well and should not be dis¬ 
rupted ,but Smith said that what he 
proposed was a constructive expan¬ 
sion of committee personnel; Volk, 
Norman Weyel and Charles Schwan 
supported this step. Smith there¬ 
fore asked the staff to place an ad 
in the News Review calling for 
members to serve on committees, 
which would be set up in accord¬ 
ance with individual interests. 

GNMA Deferment 

In accordance with the April 17 
membership approval for seeking 
the mortgage payment deferral 
from GNMA — effectively a loan — 
in order to pay for urgently needed 
renovation of the heating system, 
three options for repayment of the

MA. The first option would be to 
pay the money in one lump sum 
(“balloon payment”) at the end of 
the mortgage period (August 1977),

County Council Appeals 
SHLRC Sewage Denial 

Upon the urging of the city, the 
Prince Georges county council has 
adopted a motion appealing the 
denial of a sewage connection for 
the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center to the State Board of Re¬ 
view. A fortnight ago the State 
Department of Health and Mental 
Hygiene had denied an exception 
to the sewage moratorium on the 
grounds that the Recreation Cen¬ 
ter did not meet the definition of 
a public service building. It is 
expected that county executive 
William Gullett will also join the 
appeal. The city has requested 
his support. 

At Monday’s meeting, city coun¬ 
cil further moved to seek a face- 
to-face meeting with SDHMH 
Secretary Neil Solomon for the 
purpose of reconsidering the deci¬ 
sion. Councilman Richard Cas- 
taldi suggested that the city ex¬ 
plore the possibility of going ahead 
with construction of the Recrea¬ 
tion Center, pending a determina 
tion of the sewage question, in or¬ 
der to avoid delays which would 
be -sure to hike up construction 
costs.

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Beltway Plaza Plans 

tain Shelled By City 

City council has once again ex¬ 
pressed its displeasure with plans 
submitted by the Beltway Plaza 
developers for the future develop 
ment of the shopping center. At its 
May 20 meeting, council informed 
tiler Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
that it was recommending that 
the plan not be approved because 
of substantial inaccuracies. This 
was also the finding of the city’s 
Advisory Planning Board in Re 
port if-145. 

Several months ago in consider¬ 
ing a preliminary plan of subdi¬ 
vision on Parcel Q on Cherrywood 
Lane adjacent to the ARCO ser¬ 
vice station, the city recommended 
that the plan not be approved un¬ 
til a concept drawing was submit 
ted for the development of the rest 
of the property. 

Subsequently, a plan was s ti ’> 
mitted cons''ting of penciled-in 
markings on an existing site plan 
and both the city and APB have 
not considered this plan to be 
what they asked for. 

The APB listed the following 
deficiencies of the latest plan sub¬ 
mitted : 

(1> The plan shows a total of 
seven curb cuts along Cherrywood 
Lane that either exist or are pro 
posed but does not show an ad 
diticna! seven which already ex¬ 
ist; 

(2) The combination Mobil Ser¬ 
vice Station-Car Wash which ex¬ 
ists on Cherrywood Lane is not 
shown on the plan; 

13) A number of light standards 
exist in the rear parking lot and 
their relationship to the proposed 
traffic movement pattern for this 
area is not shown; 

<4# Striping designated parking 
areas and interior traffic lanes are 
not present in a number of ex 
isting paved areas as shown on 
the plan. 

(5) It is unclear from the plan 

how vehicles would be prohibited 
from traversing the proposed par¬ 
cel “Q” for access to or from the 
back parking lot and Cherrywood 
Lane rather than the designated 
drive; • 

(6) Access from the rear lot is 
shown to Breezewood Drive to 
line up with Springhill Lane, As 
shown this drive would line up 
with Cherrywood Terrace as 
Springhill Lane is several hund 
red feet east of the proposed 
drive; 

(7) A side view of a landscaped 
earth mound for the area between 
the parking lot and Breezewood 
Drive is shown. However, the re¬ 
lationship between the proposed 
landscape earth mound and the 
existing mound in terms of height 
width and length is unclear.

Beltway Plaza Requests 
Sign, But Council Opposes 

Coming up before the Prince 
Georges County council on Monday, 
June 10 is a request by the develo¬ 
pers of Beltway Plaza for approval 
to erect a flashing electric sign 
on the property. The time and 
place of the hearing is 1:30 p.m. at 
the Board of Education meeting 
room at Upper Marlboro. 

The developer wishes to erect a 
30 by 3 foot sign, some 22 feet off 
the ground, which will be able to 
flash “traveling” electric messages. 
The sign would be located along 
Greenbelt Road on the eastern side 
of the Hot Shoppes location. 

The Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
denied the permit over a v^ar ago 
on April 30, 1973. MNCPPC’s ^s : ‘' 
for denial was that the intent of 
the zoning code is to prohibit such 
“traveling” signs. The arwlicant 
is appealing on the grounds that 
this interpretation was incorrect 
and that the denial would create 
“peculiar and exceptional practi¬ 
cal difficulties” and “work an un¬ 
due hardship.” 

At its Monday, June 3. meeting, 
c'ty council voted to concur with 
the denial decision of MNCPPC. 
Among the reasons listed by the 
council were (1) Greenbelt Road 
is a heavily traveled highway and 
the proposed sign represents a po¬ 
tential traffic hazard; (2) the con 
eeptual development plans for the 
Beltway Plaza do not show the 
proposed sign; (3) efforts nationally 
are directed toward a reduction in 
the number of signs permitted a 
long public highways; and (4) no¬ 
thing has been submitted to sup¬ 
port applicant's claim of hardship.

Speaking For Volunteers 

To the Editor: 

In an effort to keep the citizens 
of Greenbelt informed in matters 
which may very well affect their 
health and well-being, I am writ¬ 
ing this to reassure the citizenry. 

The editors of this paper touch¬ 
ed briefly on our current problems 
with Prince Georges County. How¬ 
ever, they may have raised some 
further questions. 

First, the County sees our rec¬ 
ent change in Chiefs as an oppor¬ 
tunity to get their foot in our door t 
so to speak. It is a well known 
fact that the Greenbelt Volunteer 
Fire Department & Rescue Squad, 
Inc. is one of the most active in 
the County. This is true despite 
the recent publicity that the Coun¬ 
ty has produced to the contrary. 
It is our opinion that the County 
would like to undermine our good 
record both with the City officials 
and the general public. They have 
attempted to do this with little ef¬ 
fect by taking certain statements 
out of context, by taking other 
statements and interpreting them 
to fit their own purposes. Another 
means used is to take statistics and 
present them in a distorted man¬ 
ner so as to make the volunteers 
appear to be ineffective. 

In a recent newspaper article, 
the Prince Georges County fire 
chief made some rather drastic 
statements about the volunteer’s 
ability to handle emergency situ¬ 
ations. For example, he stated that 
there had been a “drastic de¬ 
crease” in the number of volun¬ 
teers in the County over a period 
of one year. The paper quoted a 
figure of an average of 30 volun¬ 
teers per station one year ago as 
opposed to only six volunteers to¬ 
day. 

Contrary to the County Fire 
Chiefs dire insinuations that the 
County is about to burn down ar 
ound our ears due to lack of per¬ 
sonnel, I present the following 
facts for your consideration about 
the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment. 

Our department has 80 members. 
Of this number, over sixty are ac¬ 
tive, running members. Often cited 
by the County Chief are the fig¬ 
ures concerning response in what 
is known as the “peak hours,” that 
is, 8 a.m. - 4 p.m., Mon. thru Fri. 
Using the County Chief’s same 
time reference (Jan.-Feb.-March 
of 1973 against the same period in 
1974), let me contrast his statis¬ 
tics. In January of 1973, during 
peak hours, the siren was blown 
eight times with an average paid 
fireman response of 3.0 as opposed 
to an average volunteer response 
of 13.0. During the peak hours in 
February of 1973 the siren was 
only blown three times with an av¬ 
erage paid response of 2.3 as op¬ 
posed to an average volunteer re¬ 
sponse of 41.6. Finally, March of 
1973 shows a similar pattern, with 
the siren blown five times, a paid 
response of 3.6 and a volunteer 
response of 8.8. 

This year has not been much 
different: 

January, number of calls - 8, 
avg. paid - 3.3, avg. vol. - 10.8; 
February, number of calls - 5. avg. 
paid - 2.8. avg. vol. - 9.6; March, 
number of calls - 6, avg paid - 2.5' 
avg. vol. - 9.5. 

So. as you can see. the citizens 
of Greenbelt have nothing to fear 
in the way of response during the 
so-called peak hours. Our volun 
teer responses often doubles or ev¬ 
en triples the paid response. 

Our most recent troubles with 
the County arise from something 
called the chain of command. One 
of the provisions of Public Local 
Law if 32-18 is that, “Full-time paid 
firemen shall be under the dir<*ct 
supervision and control of the in ¬ 
dividual fire oompanv chief during 
work hours.” The County has con¬ 
tended time and again that this 
law is illegal since enactment of 
Charter. However, it has been up¬ 
held both in Circuit Court and in 
the Maryland Court of Aopeals. 
Until such time that this law is 
cither amended or repealed we 
shall abide by it and we don’t 
think that it is too much to ask 
Prince Georges County to do the 
same. After all, what good are 
laws if the local government won’t 
even abide by them? 

In the past several weeks the 
County has tried to get around 
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the Editor 

this law by trying to use their own 
interpretation. They have tried to 
push onto us a chain of command 
that puts a paid battalion captain 
over our own chief. This is in di¬ 
rect contrast to the original pur¬ 
pose of these battalion captains 
which were to act as liaison offic¬ 
ers or coordinators. This is what 
we were led to believe. The Coun¬ 
ty now says that the original 
chain of command is only for fire- 
ground activities and not for ad- 
minstration purposes. There is no 
way that a prudent person can in¬ 
terpret the law in this manner. 

We have had recent meetings 
with the County Attorney and 
have come to a temporary agree¬ 
ment, with compromises on both 
sides, that will be in effect for 
thirty days. 

In conclusion, I would like to 
ask for the support of you, the 
citizens of Greenbelt. If you feel 
so inclined, come down and join 
us in protecting our city. Any 
member wil be happy to give you 
an application. Also if you have 
any questions regarding any as¬ 
pect of our operations please feel 
free to call upon myself or Chief 
Dutton. We are always seeking to 
enlarge our membership to better 
serve the community, so come on 
down! Remember, we are here to 
serve you, the citizens. Please sup¬ 
port your fire department,

Greenbelt Junior High Progresses With At Supreme Court 
Teacher - Student-Parent Cooperation

(the following article is the eighth of a series on schools" serving 
the Greenbelt Community) 

Set on a hill at the corner of Greenbelt and Edmonston Rds., 

Greenbelt Junior High School is a familiar sight to most Green- 
belters. Although the only city students now attending are resi¬ 
dents of Springhill Lake, most city children of junior high age 
attended school here in the past. 

According to princip c al William 


Bovan, 56 full-time faculty members 
teach 1060 pupils - about 32% of 
them black. (Enrollment has been- 
as much as 200 more in past 
years). Bevan is assited by two 
vice-principals. 

Student Council 

Completing his first year as prin¬ 
cipal. Bevan gives much credit to 
members of the student council for 
the" smooth running of the school. 
The student council has to be the 
"voice of the students.” Bevan be¬ 
lieves. This year’s council has been 
an active one. They helped to kick 
off the school’s “spirit week” on 
May 10 by sponsoring a dance. An¬ 
other activity was to arrange for a 
coke machine for the cafeteria, and 
to set up ground rules for its us? 

subject to the approval of the 
principal. 

Student council officers are elec¬ 
ted by 8th and 9th graders in the 
spring; other members of the coun¬ 
cil are elected by the entire school 
in the fall. Officers will be sent to a 
summer training program sponsor¬ 
ed by the Maryland Association of 
Student Councils. There they will 
learn about parliamentary proced¬ 
ure, how to plan a meeting, make 
an agenda, etc. 

Parents Help 

Parents also are contributing to 
the on going program at GJHS, 
especially through the math tutorial 
program. Working from a room set 
up for them, parents (recruited 
from the PTA) work with students 
who need extra help with math. At 
present the math tutoring is cov¬ 
ered 4 V* days per week. Bevan 
hopes to build further on this. A 
volunteer parent assistant is work¬ 
ing with non-English speaking stu¬ 
dents. 

More Assemblies 

Bevan has made a real effort to 
add programs and grade level as¬ 
semblies. Besides offering entertain¬ 
ment such as the De Matha High 
School Jazz Band, these assemblies 
helped to teach good manners and 
behavior he said. A king and queen 
dance was held in March and sev¬ 
eral afternoon grade-level dances 
were held throughout the school 
year. 

Eighth grade algebra is offered 
to those students who can qualify, 
a unified math program had been 
tried but has had to be discontin¬ 
ued. For those students in that 
program who took geometry this 
year, a special algebra class will be 
offered this summer. Three full 
time special education teachers, one 
for each grade - 7, 8. 9, work with 
children with special learning prob¬ 
lems, helping them to move to other 
classes when able. Students in these 
classes have the same rights and 
privileges as other children their 
age and attend grade-level assemb¬ 
lies with their peers. The school 
also has an activity room which 
serves as a base for two members 
of the home teaching program. 

Busing presents very few prob¬ 
lems. Those newly bused in were 
pai red with a buddy from the 
school. Bevan has a firm belief 
that close cooperation between par¬ 
ents and the school is a very suc¬ 
cessful way of working through 
busing or other problems. He is 
very pleased with the cooperation 
he has received so far from parents 
and feels that the majority want 
their children to receive a good ed- 
acation. 

Security 

The security man who is assigned 
to GJHS and several other schools 
has his office here and checks in in¬ 
formally. This casual contact with 
students may help to keep some 
problems from developing, Bevan 
indicated. There have been a few 
incidents with drugs, but no over¬ 
doses this year. 

Very little vandalism has occur¬ 
red; after school hours, outsiders 
have broken a few windows and 
youngsters are encouraged to re¬ 
port thefts and other misdeeds so 
that they can be curtailed.

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City Protests Plan 
To Move Metro Stop 

The Greenbelt city council made 
a determined appeal to the Prince 
Georges county council on Wed. 
May 29 for support of the original 
Greenbelt Road branch of the ME¬ 
TRO subway. The State Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation is seeking 
to divert 1-95 construction funds 
for the purpose of realigning the 
Greenbelt branch to include a sta¬ 
tion at the University of Maryland 
and then swing west of the campus 
to a final termination at the 1-95 
Beltway interchange. The city pre¬ 
fers the original route from Prince 
Georges Plaza to College Park a- 
long the Rhode Island Ave. right- 
of-way to a terminus at Greenbelt 
Road near the B&O railroad 
tracks. 

The city council had pushed for 
the meeting because of a feeling 
that decisions were being made 
without sufficient attention direc¬ 
ted to the issues. All five Green¬ 
belt councilmen and the city man¬ 
ager and assistant city manager 
were present, as were county ex¬ 
ecutive William Gullett and his 
aides. METRO officials, State 
Transportation Department offi¬ 
cials, and county councilman 
Francis White. 

Initially there was some con¬ 
fusion as to whether the county 
council had already signed off in 
approval of the realignment. The 
State expressed its desire to move 
ahead quickly and to take advan¬ 
tage of the Federal highway funds 
for the subway. 

Finally, it was decided that Gul¬ 
lett and county council chairman 
Francis Francois would seek a 
meeting with Secretary of Trans¬ 
portation Harry R. Hughes to ob¬ 
tain the time and flexibility needed 
to resolve the issue. 

One of the arguments made by 
State Transportation Department 
representative Hal Kassoff for the 
realignment was that it would 
serve the students at the Univer¬ 
sity. The city countered by noting 
that the basic student movement 
is in an East-West direction and 
not south to the District of Colum¬ 
bia. 

Another argument put forward 
for the realignment was that the 
Beltway terminus would provide a 
more convenient point of transfer 
than a terminal station located 
south of Greenbelt Road along the 
B&O tracks. In terms of commu¬ 
ter time. Kassoff stated that the 
estimated travel time from the 
center of Greenbelt to an 1-95 sta¬ 
tion, going by way of the Beltway, 
would be about the same as travel 
time to the terminal station of 
Greenbelt Road, using Kenilworth 
Ave. and Greenbelt Road. 

In reply, city officials noted that 
the realignment will serve an area 
of lesser population density and, in 
particular, an area of relatively 
low population within walking dis¬ 
tance of the station. It was also 
noted that the 1-95 location would 
not be as suitable for a local area 
feeder bus system. 

The State expressed fear that a 
subway line along the B&O tracks 
would discourage efforts to up¬ 
grade commuter rail services which 
the Department is now supporting. 
Attention was also directed to 
problems of access at the Green¬ 
belt Road terminus. 


Local Physician Heads 
Family Practice Residency 

A new family practice residency 
has been instituted at Prince Ge¬ 
orges General Hospital under the 
direction of Dr. William C. Wein- 
traub, chief of the Department of 
Family Practice and Director of 
Training at the Cheverly facility. 

Family Practice, the newest re¬ 
sidency approved by the American 
Medical Assocation is aimed at 
training physicians to care for the 
medical needs of the entire family 
unit: grandparents, parents, and 
children. According to Dr. Wein- 
traub, “We will train a physician 
not only to treat a disease, but to 
care for the whole individual. Also 
by his knowledge of socio-econ¬ 
omic, or emotional problems, the 
physician will be able to practice 
preventative medicine within the 
family.” The institution of the 
program could eventually help al¬ 
leviate the shortage of family phy¬ 
sicians in the county.

Where To Put Trash

The campaign to improve Green- 
belt’s landscape by getting rid of 
roadside trash dumps is gaining 
additional support. On Saturday 
morning, I received a call to the 
effect that trash was being dump¬ 
ed near one of the Ridge Road 
Courts and that the persons piling 
the material on the roadside said 
it was their understanding that 
this was the way to get rid of 
trash — put it along the road and 
it will be picked up. Curious about 
this response, I called the city 
trash pick-up number, 474-8000, 
stated the problem and was 
told by whomever answered the 
phone, presumably a police officer, 
that that was the way to do it — 
leave it on the roadside and it will 
be picked up by the city. However, 
when I questioned him further, he 
referred me to the dispatcher who 
stated that the trash was to be left 
in the yard for pick-up. 

After this call, I drove to the 
home of the persons who were un¬ 
aware they were breaking any or¬ 
dinance by roadside dumping of 
trash and was promised future co¬ 
operation when I explained the 
need for improving our surround¬ 
ings. 

It seems to me that one major 
point, if we are to make our 
Greenbelt environment better is to 
insist that our ordinance enforce¬ 
ment personnel be made aware of 
city laws concerning littering and 
that an effort be made to educate 
Greenbelt citizens who may not be 
aware of such ordinances. Arrest¬ 
ing and fining people, in my mind, 
is not the way to gain total cooper¬ 
ation in improving our physical 
surroundings .... education and 
cooperation of all citizens and 
groups, whether governmental, re¬ 
ligious, social and scholastic is.
